The President’s policy—lie will not yicld
to Congress in any event—DBuiler's pro
gramme—~Congress to artunge for the |
carlier wecting of the Tortieth Congress

—The Elections, etc., ete.

Wasmxaron, October 10,

It has been ramored that the President
in a reply to an invitation to attend a din-
ner, given in compliment to Gen. Woal,
has indieated the future policy of his ad
ministration.  Ilis letter will be regarded
with interest.  What the President hos
done, so far, we well know, and we know
that he has taken a firm position upon his
own policy of restoration.  What e will |
do in the future, in eertain contingeneics,
is a subjeet of mueh speculation.  Heretn- |
fore he has expected such a change of
sentiment on the part of the people, us
would lead to an adoption by Congress off
his policy. But, if that expeetation is ut-
terly groundless, the question arises wheth
er he will change his practice.  If Con
gress will not go with him, will he go with
Congress 7 Prubalily not.

The President now well knows what
will be the tacties of Congress.  The time
is eluse by for the openine of the cessjon
In a few wecks the President is to be 1
peached. At the La t session the Radieal
leaders took eare to pledge the party to a
course hostile to the 'resident’s policy, at
a cancus on the Saturday night prior to
the opening of the session, soas to antici
pate any thing which the President might
propose in his message.  The same thing
will be done next Decermber.  The caneuns
will arrange the impeachment, and any
member not adhering to the caueus decree
will be put under the ban of the party,

General Butler's gpecel at Cinemnati,
was, in fact, intended to prescut the great
Radieal issue to wit: The impeachment
and removal of Andrew Johuszon, and the
substitution for him of the Dresulent
tem of the Senate, probably Senator Wade,
of Ohio.  Upon this issue. Ohio, Pennsyl
vania and othier States have already  de-
clared theiv position.
